Dr. Ostwald Contniues Lecture

Dr. Oswald continued his lecture on 
Colloids before n very large audience cf 
students In the Chemistry Hulldlng yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Colloids, ho wild, are dispersed sys- 
tems of a degree of dispersion between 
certain limita. They do not dtalywe. 
but do go through II Iter paysen, unlike 
precipitates, they don't settle down 
readily, nor can they be seen under the 
microscope. Of course, these limits 
are arbitrary. 

We have a colloidal solution of sold, 
in which a solid Is dispersed lu a liquid 
nnd In emulsions we have two liquids 
dlspcrt-'d In each other. 

Dispersions that are divided into col- 
loid dispersion show properties of solid 
and liquid dispersions. 

There are also solWs which are dis- 
persed in other solids, liquids dispersed 
In solids. Tlvua It can he seen that dis- 
persed systems covor u large, field. 

When dispersed systems, except when 
solid, are examined under a high power 
microscope, a peculiar movement 
among the partlcjes can be seen. This 
movement Is absolutely Irregular. 

Taliing th" smallest particle, it can 
be noticed that the movement Is very 
much more rapid than that of larger 
■particles. The law covering the kinetic 
movement of molecules will hold good 
for dispersed systems. IMcton and Undo 
found that by regulating the precipita- 
tion of a sulphide of arsenic, different 
degrees of dispersion could he produced. 

It was also found that the dispersed 
substance could he removed with more 
or less success by filtering the solution 
through gelatines. Colloids show differ- 
ent degrees of turbidity, just os a sin- 
gle ray of light In a room shows up 
clouds of dust. This Is possible be- 
cause there is no reflection. This me 
thod may be .used to study dispersed 
systems, and Is called ultra-microscop- 
ical method. This method does not give 
a geometric picture of the particles in 
the colloids. 

Many solutions, when fairly concen- 
trated will show. Is so called Tyndal 
cones. In other words, many solutions 
are turbid when examined under the ul- 
tra-mlcroscop", colorless colloids nre 
those dispersed systems which don't 
show a distinct color. These may pro- 
duce an opulesconoe. When the colloid 
limits nre reached this opalescence c«n| 
be well seen. Colloids of a very high, 
degree of dispersion, the opalescence de- 
creases. This Is the one property which 
is at a maximum In colloid dispersion. 

Colloidal metals show a number of 
different colors. There Is much variety 
as well as Intensity. Tho Intensity < f 
color caused by a very small amount 
of colloidal gold is far greater than the 
intensity of organic dyes. 

In gold, colloids of the same, concen- 
tration, but of different degrees of 
illspcrsioil, the intensity of color reaches 
a maximum, at a point where the state 
of gold is midway between the molecu- 
lar solution of a precipitate. 

The degree of dlspnrsion is the index 
to these changes of color. Consequent- 
ly these color changes serve as quali- 
tative nnd quantitative tests for t»ie 
degree of dispersion. 

•Some colloids migrate electrically. 
There Is a great similarity between col- 
loids and electricity conducting <z:\xei. 

The amount of gypsum for example, 
which dissolves In watetr, Increases 
when i he gypsum is llnely powdered. 
' Colloidal motalfl increase chemical ac- 
tivity between certain elements. This 
is due to the concentration of surface 
In a small volume, and the degree ol 
dispersion plays an Important pari. 

The lecture was beautifully illustrat- 
ed with experiments. Next lecture on 
Wednesday, at 3 o'clock.

Possibly, several thousand years from 
now, London will be but n ruin, upon 
which the scientists of some great new 
race will be delving in search of ma- 
terial for Instruction In the ways of 
the Anglo-Siuxon race. Should they dis- 
cover the ancient Cleopatra's Neodle.

IN FRENCH 

Elliott Speaks on Commercial Re- 
lations — French Consul 

Wtom> p "» ent till 



At a joint meeting of the Socletle 
Française, and the Cercle Francaie*, 
yesterday afternoon, the Duals in the 
Oratorical Contest took place. The 
judges decided that the Alliance Fran- 
çaise Medal should go to Mr. Matbew- 
son. 

Mr. Art. Mathewson, who spoke flrat, 
dwelt at some length on the history of 
the early French Canadians. He refer- 
red to the Ignorance and poverty then 

prevalent. They had had Httle or no 
love for the educated class in France. 

The (Muislng of tho Constitutional 
Act, us a necessary move, was touched 
Upon; as well a-s the causes whioh led 
to the Revolution of 183*. The English 
had accused the French Canadians of 
disloyalty. The question was settled 
to some extent by the Act of Union of 
Lord Durhum. 

The Bngllsh language was the officiai 
language up to 185«, when both lan 
gungca were used. 

The faults of Uie French Canadian 
were then treated by the'speaker. Th 
ignorance of the French Canadian wus 
responsible for Uie fact that by far the 
greater part of the wealth of the pro- 
vince was in the hands of the Rngllsh 
and .Jewish element of the population. 
There were two separate boards of 
school commissioners. 

Lastly, the qualities of the French 
Canadian were dealt with. Mr. Ma- 
thewson contended lhat, intellectually, 
the French Canadian was superior. In 
the Held of poetry, sculpture, painting, 
and in political life the outstanding 
figures were French Canadians. The 
French Canadian was also essentially 
patriotic. 

Mr. Klliott, the second speaker, chose 
as his subject, the "Commercial Rela- 
tion* Brtween Canada and Kurope." 

He pointed out the necessity of hold- 
ing World's Fairs. Canada should be 
well represented at all such. The con- 
sular representative of the government 
had economic, functions to perform. 

Commercial firms should he well re- 
presented in Ihe countries of Western 
Kurope. 

Residence in the country meant 
learning much thai the ordinary com- 
mercial traveller could not possibly get 
to know. 

The h'retmh Consul, ono of the judges, 
announced the decision In favour of 
Mr. Mathcwson. In presenting the 
medal, he paid him a nice compliment 
for his lucidity of expression, notwith- 
standing the fnct, as he sad that he did 
not altogether agree with hts conclu- 
sions regarding the early conditions In 
Canada. 

Mile. Greteiin, in a few well chosen 
words, expressed her delight with tho 
speaking, and presented Mr. Elliott 
with a liook. 

Prof, du Rouro said a. few word* of 
welcome to the members of the Société 
Fra ncalse. 

The Judges who had consented '.a act 
in that capacity at tho sxpress invitn- 
tkm of the Cercle, were the French 
Consul at Montreal, Dr. Walter, Prof, 
du Roiire, and Mons. Fabre Surreyer.

A 
German doctor has just published a 
treatise demonstrating the extra- 
ordinary antiseptic properties of 
pnro cane sugar in the treatment of 
wounds, thus giving additional proof 
of the <»!d adage that "Ihere is 
nothing new under the sun." 

As a result or a number of expe- 
riments il. is conclusively proved 
that a solution of sugar is one of the 
host disinfectants and sterilizers 
lhat can be found. The (lerman 
doctor employed it successfully in a 
number of very grave cases. Ils 
use was entirely beneficial, and pre- 
vented putrefaction of wounds and 
contamination by microbes more ef- 
ficaciously than any other medical 
antiseptic. 

The use of sugar a.e n preserva- 
tive of liquids, especially of milk, is 
common enough, but very few peo- 
ple were aware of the fact that it is 
a powerful microbe-killer.

"l delivered my llrst lecture at Mc- 
Glll Medical College in the autumn of 
1SH9 and my last in the spring of l»0-'. 
Stated Dr. Qirdwood to a Dally repré- 
sentative who called on him recently. 

So it might bo said of Dr. Qirdwood, 
"1 have lived the greater port of my 
life; I know Its promises, its realities 
and Its disappointments." It was about 
all these that the venerable physician 
who had labored for McGill for a 
third of n century, chatted, revealing 
all tho while the type of man that lias 
made McGill .Medical School what It 
is. 

Though afflicted with almost total 
blindness and other disabilities, he Is 
serene and cheerful, mentally alert, ex- 
cept for ah Infrequent lapse, and with- 
al bears Ills eighty-one years lightly. 

This veteran of all Hying McGill pro- 
fessors spends Ills days In his chamber 
surrounded by his parrot, his conser- 
vatory testifying to this life-long Inter- 
est in Botany), his pictures, etc. And it 
Is in this chamber, which looks out 
across the street to the Campus that Dr. 
Gild Wood receives his visitors. 

In passing — Dr. Glrdwood is pleased 
to have students drop in and have a 
chat. Though banished from the out- 
side world, he retains a. keen interest in 
all of Media's affairs. 

THE VISTA OF YKAItS. 

Four score years is a ripe agi--- -one 
that permits Dr. Gird wood's memory 
to go away back to the days when he 
can recall the late U>rd Strathcona as 
Mr. Donald A. Smith, of the Hudson's 
Day Company— bock to remark with 
distinctness the world famous career of 
Sir James Simpson and others of later 
renown— an expanse of years that en- 
compasses the dcanshlps of Dr. Goo. 
Campbell, Dr. Palmer Howard, tlvu 
good man and eminent physician, nnd 
Dr. Itobert Cralk— all gone long since. 

A superiority of years that enables 
him to laughingly refer to Sir William 
i 'sler as a "mere rtoy." A memory 
Which goes back to the days of the cy- 
cle of professional chaits, when a man 
was professor of surgery one day and a 
teacher of anatomy the next, and 
chemistry the following one. 

"Those were the days liefore the spe- 
cialist— there is too much of him nowa- 
days — one man examines your eyes, an- 
other Is an Internal man — why. It takes 
six to tell what alls you. I think it 
would be a safe rule for specialists to 
be general practitioners for ten years 
before pursuing one course, to the ex- 
clusion of all others. Hut, of course, I 
don'l mean that a man should not have 
a hobby In his profession." 

EARLY TRAINING. 

Dr. Gilbert Glrdwood was born in 
London in 183:', the son of a well- 
known physician, who, besides follow- 
ing surgery closely ,took a keen and 
Intelligent interest In the. Natural 
Sciences which he communicated to 
his sons. 

Dr. Glrdwood the elder, used to take 
his two sons with him to hear Sir John 
Llndlcy lecture 'on Botany at Univer- 
sity College. These lectures began at 8 
o'clock, and as the college was situated 
some two miles from their home, these 
English lads had to set out very early. 

Once a week tho little |>arty visited 
the Botanical Gardens of the Apothe- 
caries' Association In Chelsea, at 7 in 
tie- morning, and there received fur- 
ther Instruction. All these excursions 
were purelv voluntary, and had no con- 
nection With their regular scholastic 
training. 

A GREAT EVENT. 

"What was the most outstanding 
event that occurred in your medical 
career," f)r. Glrdwood was asked. 

Alter a long, thoughtful silence, "I 
believe the discovery of chloroform was 
the greatest thing I remember. The dis- 
covery was made when I was quite a 
voting mnn, and I have always been 
"more or less connected with It slnco 
that lime, for I used It as a student. 



and as an assistant in my father's or- 
lice. Hut one of my special Interests in 
chloroform will be explained by the fol- 
lowing circumstances. 

My uncle, who was a physician in 
Scotland, took a fancy to his baker'd 
nephew, who used to bring hot rolls lor 

my uncle's breakfast, one day he ask- 
ed the Uni how he would like to be a 
doctor. 'Ay, I would thaY replied the 
baker's boy. It came about that In less 
than a fortnight the lad was apprentic- 
ed to my uncle, and that self same bo- 
was In later years Sir James Simpson, 
the credited discoverer of chloroform. 

On one occasion, when Sir James was 
in London on a professional visit to 
Royalty, he and my father, with others, 
had dinner with Sir James Clark, phy- 
sician to Queen Victoria. After the 
meal, the discoverer of chloroform ask- 
ed who of those present would show 
the company whal this wonderful sub- 
stance could do. My lather volunteered, 
and in this manner my father was (ha 
llrst person hi London to be placed un- 
der the Influence of chloroform.

How well I remember the method of 
medical treatment In those days. When 
I was quite young I had pleurisy. Sir 
James Clark visited me, and his treat- 
ment was the application of live big 
leaches to my chest. After they had 
been there a sufficient!} long lime, tho 
nurse took them off, put salt on their 
tails to make them heave the blood." 

TEST FOR STRYCHNIA. 

It may not be generally known that 
Dr. a. P. Qirdwood was one of the 
two men who established tin- now clas- 
sic test for detecting strychnia. This 
famous test has been referred to in 
most works on Toplcology published 
since Its discovery. The circumstances 
which led to the establishment Round 
like a good red-blooded detective story. 

"Years ago, a man, Palmer by name, 
wlio had received a medical draining in 
Ills youth, became a gambler and race- 
track follower. This man had a dis- 
agreement with another habitue, who, 
a little later, was found dead, it was 
afterwards revealed that fainter had 
attended the dead man professionally. 

This affair happened at Rugcley, a 
famous racing place in those days. For 
fear lest Palmer would not receive Jus- 
tice the trial was held In London. 

I was a student at St. Georges' School 
of Medicine at the time, where my 
chief was Mr. Itodgers. We set lo work 
to discover something that would In- 
dicate the presence of the drug. At 
last we found that by proper tests we 
cruld detect even minute tracts of 
strychnia, given medicinally. Thai en- 
couraged us. About a twelve-month 
previous to this. Mr. Rodger* had poi- 
soned a dog with strychnia: we had 
that dog's body exhumed, and upon it 
began a series of tests. We could de- 
tect strychnia In the stomach contents, 
and minute traces In the vertebrae. 

The test was this: we treated the 
KUspeoted substance with dilute sul- 
phuric acid till it was thoroughly di- 
gested. Allowed Ihls to cool— filtered 
It—and to the filtrate neutralized with 
Ammonia, added Chloroform and agi- 
tated the mixture. 

Separated the Chloroform— evapor- 
ated to dryness— acted upon the rcsi- 
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due with concentrated sulphuric acid 
—diluted and filtered— agitated again 
with 'Chloroform— Chloroform separ- 
ated and a few drops of the residue 
evaporated to dryness on a porcelain 
slab— touched with a minute drop of 
■sulphuric acid and a small crystal of 
bichromate of potash. If strychnin is 
present a characteristic violet color Is 
displayed. This Is known as the Rod- 
ger and tilrdwod process for detect- 
ing strychnia. 

Professor Glrdwood lias had a very 
activ;' life— even before coming to 
Met Jill In; had a long list of achieve- 
ments io .his credit. 

He joined the English Grenadier 
Guards to go to the Crimea — as a sur- 
geon— packed up twice but . the order 
on both occasions was countermanded 
just before tho regiment set out for the 
scene of war. 

In the year 1S66 Dr. Glrdwood had 
tho distinction of winning the foot race 
open to the officers of the whole Brit- 
ish army. The trophy was a splendid 
piece of silver plale in tho form of a 
howl, which bears this Inscription : 

"Foot race for officers of the whole 
Army. Aldershot. Oct. 23, 1856. One 
mile race. Won by G. P. Glrdwood, 
Esq., Grenadier Guards." 

For over :I0 years Dr. Glrdwood was 
chief medical officer for the Canadian 
Pacific, having Joined the company at 
the time of construction in 1NX2. lie 
was formerly ossitant surgeon at the 
General Hospital, and for years has 
been a consulting surgeon of the some 
Institution. 

OLD SCHOOL. 

Dr. Qirdwood is one of the. very few 
remaining members of that type of 
scholarship which Is passing awuy. To 
belong lo that old school of scientists 
who knew everything about some- 
thing and something about everything. 

In his day lie was a good surgeon, 
an efficient physician— an authority 
on botany, successful in microscopy, 
and a famous chemist and physicist. 

The following story well Illustrates 
the breadth of Dr. Glrdwood's inter- 
ests and knowledge. 

Years ago the late Dr. Wyatt John- 
non and Dr. Rut tan were appointed 
to Investigate all the sources of water 
supply for Montreal. 

In their chemical tests on Ottawa 
River water a few stardi granules 
were Invariably found. Hut they were' 
not definitely characteristic of any one 
variety of starch, though the analyses 
.seemed to Indicate corn starch. Nobody 
knew what kind of starch .It was no'r 
where it came from. Sample of the 
sediment and granules were sent to 
Huston to a noted analyst, who re- 
ported that undoubtedly It was com 
sta rch. 

One day Dr. Glrdwood happened to 
visit the laboratory at College where 
the tests were being made. The mys- 
terious starch granules were shown 
to him, as well as the report of the 
Boston chemist. 

"Why," said Dr. Glrdwood. without 
a moments hesitation, "that Is starch 
nil right and it comes from the bass 
layer of a variety of pine that grows 
on the hanks of the Ottawa." 

"The parts and signs of goodness 
are ninny. If a man he gracious and 
courteous to strangers. It shows ho 
Is o citizen of tho world, and that 
his heart is no Island cut off from 
other land?; but a continent that 
Joins to them: If he ho compassion- 
ate towards lite afflictions of others 
It shows that his heart Is like the 
noble tree that Is wounded Itself -when 
It gives the halm: if he easily par- 
dons and remits offences. It shows 
t hut his mind is planted above injur- 
ies, so that he cannot he shot' if | )0 
be thankful for small benefits, H shows 
that he weighs men's minds, and not 
their trash." 

Francis Bacon might well have writ- 
ten all this about Gilbert Prout Gird- 
wood.

Shelley, Godwin 
and Their Circle 



Tills Is an Age In whkh the 
Memory of Mary Wallstone- 
eroft Should He firccn. 



An age In which women are asserting 
themselves is an age In which the mem- 
ory of Alary Wollstonecraft should >x 
green. Men of advanced Ideas had said 
all that need be said against the harem: 
l.ut they wrote from the outside. As 
Mr. II. N* .Brallsford puts It In bis lit- 
tle volume, "Shelb y, Godwin, and Their 
Circle," In the Home. University Lib- 
rary, her "Vindication of the Rights 
of Woman," appearing In 1792. "is, 
perhaps, the most original book of its 
century, not because Its daring ideas 
were altogether new, but because In 
Its pages for the Unit time a woman 
wns attempting to use her own mind." 
Even more humanly Interesting, says 
the New York Evening Post, is the diffi- 
cult net of circumstances which lay be- 
hlnd the book. "The vitality of her 
ideas sprang from her own experience. 
She had received rather less than was 
customary of tho slipshod, superflcl'd 
education permitted to girls of the 
middle classes In her day. With this 
nearly useless equipment, she had 
found herself compelled to struggle with 
the world, not merely to gain a living, 
but lo rescue a luckless family from a 
load of embarrassments and misfor- 
tunes. Her father was a drunkard. 
Idle, improvident, moody, and brutal, 
and as a girl she had often protected 
her mother from his violence. A Bister 
had married a profligate husband, and 
Mar>' rescued her from a miserable 
home, in which she had been driven lo 
temporary Insanity." 



Tne miracle, notes Mr. Brail aford 
«as tliat her mind wan never distort ni 
by bitterness, nor her faith in mankind 
replacil by cynicism. Godwin write of 
"that smile of bewitching tenderness. . 

. . which won, both heart and soul, 
the affection of almost every one that 
beheld it." Despite all her Independ- 
ence, It hardly need be stated that she 
did not become a sexless creature. She 
was. in the words of the some author- 
ity, "In the best and most engaging 
sense, feminine In her manners." What 
Mr. Brallsford calls 'the Impartialities 
of universal benevolence" did not blind 
hnr to the claims of the nearor relation- 
ships. "Few," she wrote, "have had 
much affection for mankind who did 
not lirst love their parents, their bro- 
thers, sisters, nnd even the domestic 
brutes whom they first played with." 
Vet what a slgnltlcnnco tho phrase "do- 
mestic brute" might have had for her! 
Godwin remnrks that she was n "wor- 
shipper of domestic life," and, for .ill 
her proud self-reliance .In love with 
love, in his prim phraseology, she "set 
a great value on n mutual affection 
between persons of opposite sex, and 
regarded It as the principal solace ot 
human life." Her own words in the 
"Vindication" were: "Whatever tends 
to Incajiacltate the inalernul character 
takes woman out of her sphere." At the 
game time, Hhe demanded co-education, 
and the opening of suitable trades and 
professions lo women, attacked the 
dual standard of morals, and assailed 
the system which compelled women to 
"live by their cliartn." Surely a worthy 
forerunner of tho emancipated woman!

BRITISH 

IMPERIALISM 



There Are Two Allematlvcs 
Before the Empire. 



Some time ago the Royal Colonial In 
stltiito offered a handsome prize for the 
beat essay on Imperialism. Two essays 
were given equal rank for first place, 
nnd one of the two wns that by John 
O. Lockhart, of Oxford University. The 
subject of this essay is "The Meaning of 
British Imperialism." 

In concluding his essay Mr. Lock- 
hart points out the two alternatives the 
future has In store for the Empire, The 
first alternative- -separation— Is almost 
unthinkable. "The disorders which fol- 
lowed the fall of Rome would be In- 
slgnliicant compared with those which 
would ensue were the British Empire 
to break in pieces. 

In the horror of thnl catastrophe the 
work which we have done would per- 
ish: India, with Its warring nationali- 
ties and religions, would fall an eaay 
prey to an Invader from the north: he- 
fore the dependencies would lie the 
choice of a return to the primeval bar- 
barism from which they have been led. 
or submission to the less disinterested 
rule of some other European Power. 

The Dominions too, with their sparse 
populations and their vast undevelop- 
ed resources, could only purchase safe- 
ty by sacrificing some niwisuro of th .-il- 
Indepcndcnce. Nor should we die 
alone; the peace which our naval su- 
premacy has maintained would bo rude- 
ly broken, and the air would be tilled 
with the cries of those lighting over 
such a magnificent prey. For In our 
failure, loo, would be involved the fnil- 
ure of those Ideas from which we drew 
our strength. 

It la refreshing to turn to the alter- 
native which history recommends. The 



A professor is sometimes defined as 
that which has length, breadth and 
weight, but no numuur. 

There is, however, a humorous side 
to tho pursuits of many of our McGill 
Professors. As ti body, the Proffesor 
late Is Inevitably very interesting. Its 
interests are of such wide arid varied 
kinds, ranging from those, who con- 
cern themselves, with sucli lofty phllo 
sophtcul theories us those of Idealism 
and the Origin of Being, right down to 
the grovelling naturalist who merely 
concerns himself with Rocks and 
Stones. 

In the Faculty of Arts, Professor* 
show their keen Interest in the Intellec- 
tual advancement of their students by 
the unique way In which they Judge . f 
their qualification to write on examina- 
tions. They multiply the.ir attendance 
at lectures by seven, divide It by -sight, 
and if the result obtained is less than 
the total number of lectures attended 
they are thereby disqualified from pass- 
ing the examination. 

Tho various activities of our differ- 
ent professors certainly have a hu- 
morous side. 

One Professor, who Is known to be 
intensely Interested in the Essence of 
Being, lias been observed, attempting 
a careful analysis of the Digestive Or- 
gans, and their influence on Person- 
ality. He did this by means of vary- 
ing the courses at dinner, until even- 
tually he reached that stage at which 
he commenced with dessert, and fin- 
ished up with soup. This experiment 
was performed with no fatal results, 
nnd not even at the loss of ti single 
lecture. 

Another Professor of considerable en- 
ergy, who is particularly interested in 
the Economic Conditions of the In- 
dustrial Classes, makes a practice of 
strolling along the streets of West- 
mount at 1.30 a.m., to see how many 
bedroom windows in each block are 
open. He hopes shortly to compile a 
book of statistics as to tl'c amount of 
work each man. woman, and child can 
do with a minimum amount of fresh air. 

A less successful experiment was at- 
tempted the other day, owing to a 
Professor In Classics trespaslng upon 
tho territory of the Physics Depart- 
ment. By means of opening the class 
room window In 20 degrees below zero 
weather, and shutting off the heat from 
the water piper, ho wishes to test, the 
effects of frozen water upon steel pip- 
ing. The result was evident, when a 
number of saturated Professors in the 
Faculty room below were seen making 
u hasty and somewhat Undignified re- 
treat. It is rumored that the cost of 
this experiment will be defrayed from 
our Caution Money. 

Only n few days ago a Professor of 
Psychology, who is keenly Interested in 
a study of the brain, nnd its Intellectual 
qualities, finding a scarcity of such ma- 
terial in his class was forced to resort 
to a dog, whose brain power we un- 
derstand would do credit to the aver- 
age student. This same professor Is 
experiencing considerable difficulty in 
discovering a place for tho soul In the 
human organism. The scarcity of stu 
dents for our Theological Colleges is 
said to largely accrue from this fact 

It would be impossible to enumerate 
all the achievements of our popular 
Professor of Political Economy. tVc 
know his keen interest In Socialism 
and all that concerns the material wel- 
fare of the universe. He Is also a 
writer of no small reputation. He has 
o unique way of displaying his profound 
learning in a style which pleas?* th 
popular taste. Tho average professors 
book with Its long dry unprounoeaole 
title, which Is never read except by 
students for examination purposes, is 
familiar to most of us. Compare such 
books with those of the Professor re- 
ferred to, who can display his learning 
in liooks with such modest titles 
"Nonsenso Novels," and "Sunshine 
Sketches." The profundity of his last 
hook, however, could not altogether be 
hidden In such a title as "Behind the 
Beyond." It ig rumored that another 
liook which goes even further than "Be- 
hind the Beyond," is in the hands of 
the publishers. Its depthg of learning 
are hidden bencatli the mysterious title 
of "Spoof."

The following document was recently discovered by workmen making excavations near the site of an 
old lloinan camp in Surrey, Eng. Tlte deciphering and translation of the document was a task of extreme 
difficulty, but was at last accomplished after a great deal of labour and is now made public for the llrst 
lime by special arrangement in thcMcGill Daily. This is one of the most valuable of recent discoveries, 
and shells new light on Roman life as well as referring to several works never mentioned before. It is 
apparently a letter fruni a Roman lady to a friend stationed in Britain, and reads as follows:— 
Pomponia lo Marcus: 

Greetings. Though it is only a week since I last wrote you I wish to tell you about the opening of 
the new Flavian Amphitheatre, generally called the Colosseum. 

As you have doubtless read Seneca's book, written a short time before bis untimely death, "De Novo 
Ludo, Qui Apcllalur Baseball" you will know something or this new game recently introduced by the 
Greeks which so rapidly caught on at Home. 

A lew years ag«v the Latin League was formed, and later the Etruscan League came into being, the re- 
spective champions playing off for the Championship of the lloinan World at the close of the season. Very 
recently thé Samùilcs wished to form a tli ird major league (this is written "leagus maior"; anil were 
strongly opposed by the organized clubs. Finally, after a war lasting over three months, during which the 
Samnilcs raided the Latins and Etruscans several times, it was decided that tlio Samnito champions 
should play tin.' champions or the Roman World; if they won, their league was to be recognized,' and if 
they lost, they were to be declared outlawed (this being the only word capable or translating "pro'scriptus" 
in the original). 

I have, no time to describe you IJio World's Series where Home beat Clusium by four games to, two. 
but I will tell you about the "sudden-death" game between the Roman team and the Samnite Champions. 

The noble Vespastan had just 
porlunily to perform the opening 
scum on the Ides of October. 

A tremendous crowd foregathered, and the seating capacity of 87,000 persons was taxed to its capa- 
city. Not even the persecution of the Christians under Nero drew so great a concourse. 

The game started a little late, as usual, and both teams gave out their batting-order as foil

was 3-0 for the Samnltcs at the end of the eighth. They got two men on in their half of 

the' ninth, but the masterly pitching of Valerius, the substitute pitcher, prevented a score. 

Titus Ligurius opened the last half of the ninth disasfcrously for Rome by striking out. Servius also 
agitated the atmosphere (a literal translation or "agitavit aéras") and with two out Antonius Rufus ad- 
vanced to the plate. With the count standing two and three, he lined the ball past the shortstop tor a 
clean single. The ninety thousand fans present cheered loudly, but could not hope for much. However, 
Marcus Ahala hit the "Graeca" so bard at the second-baseman that the latter fumbled and both players 
were safe. The enthusiasm was now intense. (Note— "Graeca" probably has the force or "Spalding." It 
was Used by the Romans as a synonym of "Baseball" because the game wa .s or Greek origin.) Caius Super- 
bus received the first pass or the game, and with the bases full and lwo 0 ul the crowd was in a state border- 
ing on frenzy. 

.lust as Philikratcs, a Greek, and a fini! fielder but a poor batter a t times, was advancing to the bat, 
the crowd saw a new figure make its appearance. 

Titus, Caesar's son had lately returned from Judaea, where he had destroyed Jerusalem. He was a 
public favorite, especially when he look charge of the Roman team and helped it win the championship. 
An injured root had kept him out or the last Tew games, but -.ow he Was seen advancing to take Philik- 
ratés' place. The populace nearly went mad with delight. 

'Die ilrsl ball (some words effaced here) then another made it two and two. Coolly 

swinging at the next ball, Titus drove it with a mighty crack into the north-end bleachers, clearing the 
bags and winning for Home by 1-3. The crowd burst all barriers, and rushing

Further details of the new plan by 
which athletics are substituted for 
gymnastics in the Physical Education 
Department 11 1 Columbia have Just 
been given out,, The new scheme is 
to combine the two years' work Into 
one year, and in that one year do the 
same amount of work as is now done 
In tw.lce that time. Under the present 
plan every man works for two hoars a 
week for two years. 

The 'now plan is to compel of all 
Freshmen three hours of physical work 
a week, and dtiring the first semester 
an additional hour a week for lectures 
in sanitation and hygiene. 

The advantages of this new alnn 
which goes Into effect nest September 
nre many. In tho first place far bet- 
ter results in physical development cm 
be obtained from three hours a week 
than from two. Under the present' plan 
live days elapse between the two peri- 
ods, for example, Thursday to Tuesday. 
Co-ordination and development are 
greatly augmented by frequency. Un- 
the present arrangements for six 
weeks around the Urst of the year the 
sludent has no physical work. Tills the 
new scheme will obviate for it ijlves 
il f teen hours of Instruction in sanita- 
tion and hygiCne for fifteen consecu- 
tive weeks of the Freshman year. It 
Is highly desirable to have this .vork 
its early as possible In a man's academic 
career. 

Furthermore all Sophomores under 
this new plan can Join Varsity squads 
without having to attend physical edu- 
cation classes. The new plan would 
also develop Freshmen so as lo make 
them valuable assets to Varsity squads, 
especially under this now athletic re- 
gime. 

Now those students taking the six 
year engineering course and Journalists 
nre required to take only a Finnll 
course'. Physical Education A, which Is 
unite Inadequate. The new course in- 
cludes physical and medical examina- 
tions at the iM'irinoing and end of his 
years' work, lifteeu hours of instruction 
In personal and community hygiene, 
and thirty hours of disciplinary gym- 
nastics, «t'hletk». swimming and life- 
saving. 



"Xot tho least of the many benefits 
derived from swimming is the encour- 
agement It gives to the singing voice. 
Each of Ihe various movements requir- 
ed for swimming tends to free the 
muscles around the lungs and to in- 
crease tho working capacity of the dia- 
phragm and the respiratory organs. In 
accomplishing these things the muscles 
of the throat— through regular directed 
breathing— become strengthened, and 
are rendered more llexlble and able to 
perform their functions with ease, 

"Each stroke also lends tn strength- 
en and render clastic, the muscles that 
are close to the spine. .Many of tho 
severe headaches centred la the hack 
of the head are caused by undue ten- 
sion of these muscles anil to persons so 
afflicted swimming is especially recom- 
mended. 

"This tension, besides tho discomfort 
it causes, forbids easy action of tho 
respiratory and other vocal organs, ren- 
dering it quite Impossible to produce a 
full, clear tone, even in speaking, much 
les.< in singing. 

"The position of the head in the rudi- 
mentary swimming movements is an- 
other factor In helping the voice. The 
head is held up, chin raised, and throat 
muscles are lengthened anil developed. 
Throat and neck assume a shapeliness 
and fulness of contour thai would come 
about - In no other way, and what Is ;is 
much to the point, a continued practice 
of swimming will do more than any 
other agent toward retaining that con- 
tour, when age might otherwise '-hew 
itself in stringy, lllibby muscles and 
wasted tissue. 

"llnlf-lllled lungs, faulty breathing, 
beget a weakened voice. Swimming 
corrects this, inducing both regularity 
and depth of respiration. As the swim- 
ming strokes are rhythmic, rhythmic 
respiration follows, the lungs taking 
mora air as the strokes become more 
vigorous. This cause and effect Is 
helped 011 by the surging of the water, 
which lu Itself tends to stretch the 
lungs llkv an accordion. In turn tills 
provides for more volume lo the voice, 
and makes production of clear, round 
tones comparatively easy and natural." 
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PRAGMATISM 

There is an opinion prevalent to-day among certain speculative 
people that there is to be found inthe doctrine of Pragmatism a 
happy solution of many problems which have hitherto been con- 
sidered to be philosophic riddles. Naturally, this attitude has been 
resented by many of the more conservative members of the older 
schools; and, inconsequence, the modern panacea has been discre- 
dited by them. It has been termed audacious, anarchical, and even 
ludicrous. The supporters of the doctrine are in due time accustom- 
ed of superficiality in though, and again of conventional eccentri- 
city. 

It may be that these ideas are beside the point. Pragmatism 
may be neither a revolt against nor a revolution in philosophy but 
rather an evolution of it. It answers the big problems which are as 
familiar to the scientist and the theologian as to the metaphysician 
and epistemologist, and which are both intelligible and interesting 
to common sense. 

It aims merely at instructing system-builders in the elementary 
laws which condition the stability of such structures and conduce to 
their conservation. It has come in to being by the convergence of dis- 
tinct lines of thought pursued in di f ferent countries by different 
thinkers. 

One of the most interesting of these has originated in the scienti- 
fic world. Laws no longer seem to scientists the immutable founda- 
tions of an eternal order, but are inevitably treated as man-made 
formulae for grouping and predicting the events which verify them. 
The labours of physicists like M ach, Duhem, and Ostwald point 
to alternative formulations of new hypothesis for the best establish- 
ed laws. As Sir J. J. Thompson puts it, a scientific theory; for the 
enlightened modern scientist, is a policy" and not a "creed." It no 
longer claims truth because abstractly and absolutely in "correspon- 
dence with Nature," but because it yields a convenient means of 
mastering the flux of events. 

Another source of Pragmatic philosophy has been Darwinism : 
since the world changes, man's "t ruths" concerning it must change 
to fit it. Man is faced with the necessity of a continuous reconstruc- 
tion of beliefs. 

Perhaps the most sensational approach to Pragmatism is from 
the side of religion. With this phase of the problem are associated 
such names as those of Pascal, Newman and William James— the 
latter especially in his "The Will to Believe," and "The Varieties 
of Religious Experience." 

The growing importance in the minds of philosophers of the 
element of pragmatism in human conduct led to Dr. Caldwell's 
publication of a work on Pragmatism vs. Idealism. The subject will 
be treated also to-night by Prof. Tait, of the Department of Psy- 
chology here.

PWNCESS Til EAT UK. 

Tho principle which inspires tho 
management of the local Sliubert 
house seems t<> approximate to tho 
biblical Idea or keeping the best until 
the last. For the greater part of the 
fall .season, the plays procured for our 
delectation and edification were of a 
typo hardly to be commended, from the 
ethical viewpoint, and to bo condemn- 
ed utterly from the standpoint of ar- 
tistic effect. 

It Is therefore lo be noted with great 
satisfaction that tho temporary Influx 
of girl and animal shows has ceased, 
and that plays or dramas pertaining 
more to t!ie "legitimate," are at present 
forthcoming, and moreover, seem to 
largely constitute the stock on hand 
for the rest of the season. 

Despite which, It is a play dealing 
witli the illegitimate, which we must 
here consider, and which al the outset 
we may state, meets with our entire 
commendation, be that of what vala- 
it may. 

"Nobody's Daughter," from ils title, 
and the skeleton outline of its pint, 
might readily be mistaken for a pro- 
duction originally tlcsghled for the good 
old ten, fifteen nml twcnty-flvo cent 
circuits. As a matter ot fact, it has a 
theme that might be treated in a man- 
ner highly inedolrutnatlc, but il is 
equally matter of ract to state that the 
present vehicle of the idea and the in- 
terpretation of it rendered by Mr. An- 
son and his company are as far re- 
moved fom the melodramatic as art Is 
from purblind ignorance. 

The rise of the curtain Introduces is 
central figures about whom the llux of 
events Is to circle. Honora May, a girl 
of nineteen, who h:i_s been brought 
up by a dour old dame without knowing 
who her parents are, whether they £re 
alive or dead, or wholhtT In fac', she 
has any relatives, Is visited by her re.il 
parents, who pose as guardian and 
friend i>f guardian. The event which 
brings the tlrree together for the 'Irst 
time is tin- graduation of the girl from 



I the local school, and the necessity ot 



providing somo future course of ticlior 
lor her. 

Tlie latents have resolved to place 
her with a family under whoso charge 
she will have the opportunity for so- 
cial expansion, which they deem ne- 
cessary. To their consternation. How- 
ever, Honora has quite other plans. 

She has, In fact, pledged troth to a 
playmate, now a mechanic in the local 
garage. The mechanic appears on tho 
scene. An agreement Is reached bo 
twcoi'i the two men. whereby a period 
of six months shall intervene before 
any action shall bo taken by cither par- 
ty. During that time Honora Is to live 
with the supposed friend of her guard- 
ian, I.e.. wllli her own mother. 

In her new surroundings the girl's 
simplicity and charm of character en- 
thrall those with whom she comes in 
contact, while at tho same time, the 
girl's affection for her first love remains 
constant and true. 

Tho husband of the child's mother, 
In his desire to help the child to somo 
sociuj standing, undertakes to discover 
whatever relatives may be surviving. 

A climax comes, when his Investiga- 
tions lead lo the Incrimination of his 
wife and his dearest friend. A com- 
plete estrangement seems Inévitable: 
but the return of the child to her "over 
and the reconciliation of husband and 
wife bring the play to a reasonable nnd 
yet popular termination. 

It will be seen that the. story itself 
possesses little to commend It beyond 
that of many another modern play. 
The superior worth of "Nobody's 
Daughter" Is due to a setting and dia- 
logue that are rich and even brilliant. 
The action, too, Is even and logical; 
the scene leading to the climax being 
one of the best worked out nnd best 
presented hits of drama seen at tho 
Princess for some time. 

Mr. Anson himself hns perfect com- 
mand of his role, and In his company 
II mis tho support that a truly excellent 
production merits.
